ISUES MARSHAL FOR $200,000 


‘Charges Made by Jacob Grab De- 
nied by Thomas D. McCarthy. 


United States Marshal Thomas D. Mc- 
Carthy was sued in the Supremé Court 
yesterday for $200,000. damages by Jacop 
Grab, proprietor of Germania Hall, New 
Rochelle, as.the result of statements 
made by Marshal McCarthy following a 
raid on New Rochelle resorts.on Dec. 1, 
1917. Grab contends that statements 
given to the newspapers by. the marshal 
concerning the raid made it appear that 
he conducted a disorderly place, wher+- 
as he says it has always been respec- 
table. He says that he is a naturalized 
American citizen and because of the 
-marshal’s statement he lost the patron- 
age of the New Rochelle Humane So- 
ciety, the Women’s Club of New Ro- 
chelle, the New Rochelle Choral Club 
and the Hudson Park Yacht Club. 

In his reply filed. yesterday with the 
complaint Marshal McCarthy says his 
statement. was justified and that he 
made the raid because reports from of- 
ficers at Fort Slocum and the Pelham 
Bay Naval Training Station that enlisted 
men were subject to evil influences. in 
New Rochelle resorts. He was directea 
by the Department of Justice to énforce 
the law against selling liquor to enlisted 
men, he says, and on the night of the 
raid found that liquor was. being sold 
freely at a masquerade dance attended 
by soldiers and sailors and girl com- 
panions’ between 16 and 18 years of age.
